To THE TRUSTEES OF THE PEABODY MUSEUM OF SALEM: 


the soul,” as the late Lord Balfour expressed it, is titil- 

lated by the obscure, the aberrant, the romantic, the 
offbeat. The original vitrines of private collectors and cabinets 
of curiosities of our early museums catered to this inherent hu- 
man quality. All the better if the cabinets were unlit, untidy, 
unlabeled, and heterogeneous. Speculation could then run riot, 
for man, the most curious of God’s creatures, will spend weeks 
looking for something that he would not bother to save or docu- 
ment. By strange perversity, however, he is pleased when an 
object is saved and documented by those of his fellowmen who 
have the pack rat instinct. This instinct is another of man’s sav- 
ing and amusing graces; not as universal as curiosity, but from 
the museum man’s point of view equally important and, per- 
haps, beneficial. 

The combination of these two human attributes is the foun- 
dation of the success of modern museums. Without either 
virtue there could be no museums. For without the pack rat 
instinct, whether it is concentrated on buttons or French im- 
pressionists, our great collections and museums would not 
exist. And without our innate mammalian curiosity, they would 
not be used. 

Conditions are such today that both of these compulsions 
have a more suitable occasion for blossoming than ever before. 
The high economy and the benevolence of our Internal Revenue 
regulations provide the collector with an opportunity to in- 
dulge his pack rat instinct. He has both a satisfaction and an 
incentive to do so. The same economic level provides the curious 
with more leisure to seek more enlightened enjoyment and this 
is aided and abetted by the ever-increasing educational level of 
the land. Therefore, our museums in every field are flourishing 
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as never before. They are more prosperous, more active, and 
more crowded. 7 

These conditions, while perhaps most critical in the art mu- 
seums (there are more people who indulge in aesthetic enjoy- 
ment than in a think tank), are common in some degree to all 
institutions of this kind. Hilton Kramer in a recent article in 
The New York Times (December 3, 1967) stated some of 
these problems very well, commenting on the banishment of a 
stuffy and tomblike atmosphere and the increased activity of 
museums today. He continued, “Now, it seems, it is the dream 
of every museum director to treat every object in his care as if 
it were a current event, and to promote, publicize, and inevita- 
bly vulgarize it accordingly.” With increased incentive added 
to the natural conducive conditions, public interest in visiting 
museums is growing at a phenomenal speed. We are familiar 
with the crowds that queue up to see an outstanding exhibition. 
Kramer remarks that there is a real danger and paradox in this 
situation, “namely that the more energetically the public is 
stimulated to attend museum shows the more likely it is to be 
cheated out of the experience that is being promised. . . . The 
contemplation of certain works of art . . . is essentially a private 
act which most of us are perforce obliged to conduct in public.” 
This condition regrettably is hardest on the general uninformed 
public, for the specialist and connoisseur may be annoyed but 
he will not miss any detail. The individual seeking learning 
will be distracted by the mob. On the other hand, however, this 
is a situation to be regarded as a problem which must be faced 
rather than an unsolvable nightmare. Every intelligent visitor 
to a museum will be enriched or enlightened by a good exhibi- 
tion. To none are its oracles wholly dumb. Other museum 
problems also devolve upon our present inflationary economy. 
Just as it has resulted in increased activity in the addition to 
collections and the high tide in visitors, so, too, has it placed a 
greater strain upon the resources, financial and physical. In- 
come from old endowments while risen does not increase with 
the increased costs of overhead. Old plants become inadequate 
and antiquated both in dimensions to care for the collections 
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and the facilities for the proper preservation of those things en- 
trusted to our hands in perpetuity. There is a responsibility in- 
volved, a responsibility to our trust, to our community, to the 
world of scholars, and to the public. These are the twin horns 
of a dilemma for, on the one hand, one must keep up and reckon 
with this increased responsibility as related to increased know]- 
edge in preservation and other technical details, and on the 
other hand, one must not dissipate the solid realities of an insti- 
tution. It would be an easy matter to fall between two stools but 
it is an impossibility to relax on both of them simultaneously. 

How do these problems affect the Peabody Museum of 
Salem and how are we going to solve them? Certain it is that 
our collections in our fields of chosen interests or in those which 
have been thrust upon us are superb. Certain it is, also, that the 
acquisition, preservation, and dissemination of knowledge 
through exhibition and publication of material relating to those 
collections in which we are paramount is a duty which we can- 
not shirk. It would seem then clear that a controlled but not un- 
limited expansion of plant facilities is necessary, both for the 
accommodation of increasing collections and their preservation 
and for the space to properly present that material for appro- 
priate public educational enjoyment. This also involves in- 
creased endowment to provide the income to care for the over- 
head and the additional staff. This last is a problem in itself for 
there is a chronic shortage of qualified museum personnel 
everywhere. 

The day has not yet arrived when many authorities who con- 
trol the large sums of money available for education, in both 
government sources and private foundations, are willing to 
recognize that museums are educational institutions and not 
repositories of relics for the private contemplation of antiquar- 
ians or other ivory-towered creatures. That day will come, but 
museums must so conduct themselves in their collecting, pres- 
ervation, exhibiting, educational, and research activities that 
it will be obvious to even the most skeptical or casual observer 
that they are worthy of such support—sound in their methods, 
confident in their responsibilities, and sure in their goals. We 
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must use our slim resources to inspire the trust that will bring 
substantial merited financial sustenance in order that the latent — 
potential lurking in the accumulated collections of our institu- 
tions and the knowledge and experience of our personnel may 
be best used for the benefit and enrichment of mankind. 

Last year I began my Annual Report with an account of 
some of the needs of this institution and areas within our fields 
of interest in which the Museum should expand. These in- 
cluded exhibition space where such subjects as whaling, the — 
history of steamships, the fishing industry of New England, 
and the history of yachting, for example, would be appropri- 
ately shown. We should also provide for the better exhibition 
of more of our enviable ethnological collections in both a geo- 
graphical and typological manner. We are fortunate in having 
one of the two great ethnological collections in New England, 
and in certain areas, the Pacific and Japan for example, we are 
notable. We also have however, lesser collections of consider- 
able importance where the material is of first quality and in 
some cases unique. Our holding in the field of primitive art 
within these collections is very substantial. The results of a 
recent pilot survey to which I am an advisor have shown that — 
ethnological collections are not unlimited. Before the survey — 
began it was our guess that there were probably five million 
ethnological specimens in the United States, but we now know 
that there are about a million and a half, and that half of these 
are the property of six large institutions. All the other museums 
in the country divide the rest. Not only is this material much 
rarer than it was ever thought to be, but it immediately places 
an added burden and responsibility upon those institutions pos- 
sessing such collections to preserve them with the utmost care, 
for these cultures have gone and will never happen again, and 
their relics are now numbered in the precious heritage of man- 
kind. In the field of Natural History our nearly complete Essex 
County collections will not grow materially, but it is important 
to have space to develop the educational value of these collec- 
tions, to show what our wild life represents in the past, present 
and future of the ecology, the economy, and the recreation of — 
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the area and to help in the conservation of our natural resources 
in order that our children’s children will share in their wealth 
and enjoyment. 

No, the Museum should not expand indefinitely and, indeed, 
it is doubtful if it could without entering new fields with which 
it does not now concern itself. But it can easily more than 
double in dimensions for the collections to fill it are already 
waiting to be shown. By not exploiting our strength, cramping 
our storage, skimping on care we do a disservice to ourself, our 
community, our supporters, to all those who seek us out, and 
ultimately we would become stagnant. The flow of accessions 
would die, the visitors trickle, there would no longer be a better 
mousetrap. I would not advocate plunging into fields outside 
our present interests, but I believe that within those fields we 
should remain or become paramount and develop them in every 
aspect to their ultimate. 

It is towards solving these problems with a realistic attempt 
to balance our responsibilities with what is practicable and ob- 
tainable over a reasonable period of time that our Development 
Committee has been meeting monthly for the past year and has 
made recommendations which our Board of Trustees will soon 
consider. Almost certainly we desperately need, in the not dis- 
tant future, more space, more staff, and above all, very much 
increased endowment. All of this is necessary for us to shoulder 
the responsibilities of care and preservation of those treasures 
which we hold in trust, and also for the proper presentation and 
use of that material in order that we maintain and increase our 
standing as the important educational institution we are within 
those specialized fields for which we are justly celebrated. 

I mentioned a few paragraphs ago the problem of rapidly 
rising attendance. This year we had 98,563 visitors; over 
12,500 more than in 1966. On July 12, a weekday, 1,307 
people were in the building. There were 441 school classes, 
scout troops, and other organized groups; an increase of forty- 
three over 1966. The attendance at the Museum has more than 
doubled in the past seven years. Our building cannot cope, nor 
our small guard staff control visitors in these numbers. The 
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entrance itself is small and cramped and two modest school 
classes visiting it simultaneously create a traffic jam. Rest room 
facilities are hopelessly inadequate. Collections are jeopardized 
in the shambles created by even the well-behaved movements of 
hundreds of people. Another annual increase of this kind will 
create a congestion at certain seasons of the year which will 
lead to the nervous debilitation of our staff and the complete 
frustration of our visitors. Possibly a modest admission charge 
is indicated, which would immediately eliminate those visitors 
who come in for warmth or flirtation. Such a charge also usually 
decreases the chances of vandalism, as well as contributing to 
meeting the ever-higher running costs of the institution. These 
are questions to which our Board is giving study and delibera- 
tion. Of the 441 school classes, eighty-five consisting of 5,000 
children were given regular guided tours by our twenty-five 
devoted volunteer women guides under the efficient chairman- 
ship of Mrs. Donald Parrot. Probably double the number could 
have been accommodated by the guides had the teachers in 
charge of the classes made appointments for their visits. Most 
classes still arrive unannounced, but the number notifying us 
of their intentions is happily increasing. 

For many reasons 1967 was an expensive year for us and 
we finished with a deficit of $10,351.35. Many good friends, 
however, contributed for both general and special purposes 
and made memorial gifts. In memory of Oliver Wolcott we 
received gifts from George L. Batchelder, Jr., Mrs. C. S. Bird, 
the General William J. Blake Trust, Richard M. Burnes, Mrs.

The 
contribution box yielded $1,248.71. Subscriptions from Fel- 
lows and Friends amounted to $20,628.22. Our total gifts, 
bequests, and grants for the year for all purposes were 
$104,303.63; less than 1966 but still a most generous and 
substantial amount. 

Since the 1880's the so-called Pavilion Building, with its 
Chinese-style roof and little iron flags, immediately to the east 
of East India Marine Hall has successfully obscured the front 
of the Museum to anyone approaching up Essex Street. The 
Museum has owned the property for many years and up until 
the last decade it has produced a fair income for the institution. 
In recent years, however, clad in less than oriental splendor, 
one-half empty and the other devoted to the mewling cacophony 
of a pet shop, it was an eyesore. In late summer the pet shop 
moved and in the autumn the dilapidated building, always a 
fire hazard, was demolished and the lot cleared for the eventual 
expansion of our Museum plant. This is the only structural 
change of any consequence in the Museum buildings this year, 
but a modern burglar alarm system was installed throughout 
the buildings. 

The Museum collections this year were increased by some 
notable acquisitions. Among the accessions in the Marine De- 
partment were 230 prints, forty-seven watercolors, sixty-six 
miscellaneous drawings, six sketchbooks, fifty-five pieces of 
export porcelain, seven models, 792 photographs and nega- 
tives, and a number of miscellaneous items. 

It was a happy coincidence that we received comprehensive 
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collections of two of the last of Boston’s maritime artists who 
were carrying on the traditions of the days of sail. Mrs. How- 
ard Thayer Kingsbury gave us 200 sketches and etchings of 
her uncle, George C. Wales. Wales knew his ships as few 
others have in modern times and his prints, sketches and water- 
colors have an authenticity about them that is unmistakable. 
This fine collection is representative of his work except for 
marine watercolors, which we still need examples of to round 
out our holdings on this artist. About the same time the Wales 
collection arrived we had the opportunity to purchase through 
the generosity of our Fellows and Friends twenty-nine water- 
colors, forty-six drawings and seventy-four etchings of the late 
Charles J. A. Wilson whose maritime works have acquired 
considerable local fame. Stephen Wheatland gave a superb 
watercolor by Frederic Roux of the packet ship “Leonidas, 
Captain Snow off the port of Havre”; a gouache painting by a 
Chinese artist of an unusual view of Macao; and two water- 
colors by Henry Walke (1808-1896) presumably made on a 
voyage around the world in the frigate Boston, 1840-1843, 
showing Rio de Janeiro from the bay, and the port of Honolulu. 
Another watercolor of this Walke series, painted during the 
same voyage, was given us by Stephen Phillips and shows the 
U.S.S. North Carolina leaving her anchorage at the Naval 
Hospital. Our series of China trade sketches was enhanced by 
a gift of Philip Hofer of a sketch by Daniell of a Chinese junk, 
circa 1790. Among other prints received were a series of six- 
teen signed artist’s proofs of colored lithographs of yachts by 
Frederick S. Cozzens, presented by Donald W. Douglas. 
Donald Angus gave us a colored lithograph of a Chinese furrier 
vending sea otter skins after a painting by Pu-Qua, Canton 
1799, the year our Museum was founded. Francis B. Lothrop 
gave in memory of his brother Samuel K. Lothrop, several 
models, including the fine hull model of an eighteenth-century 
frigate, two Spanish fishing boats, and an Irish curragh. From 
the Francis Russell Hart Museum we received a construction 
model of a gasoline tanker and a half-hull model of the collier 
5.5. Newton, 1911. 

Our Chinese export ware exhibition of several years ago has 
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continued to stimulate gifts of that kind. The finest single piece 
this year is a Nanking curry dish in five sections given by Miss 
M. C. Harrington. Mrs. Clarence H. Heyman of Cleveland, 
Ohio, sent us six blue Canton covered custard cups, four Lowes- 
toft bowls and saucers, and a Nanking tea set all brought back 
from China by Captain Charles Roundy of Salem. Before this 
year our collections lacked any examples of Chinese export 
silver. This has now been remedied by a gift of two tablespoons 
from Carl L. Crossman and a fork from Edward M. Bingham, 
Jr. Also from the China trade comes a pair of knee breeches 
worn by John Bryant supercargo of the ship Mandarin, Cap- 
tain Moses Nash, on a voyage from Boston to China and return 
in 1809 and 1811, from S. Prescott Fay. Our large and diverse 
collection of maritime wood carving was previously lacking a 
pair of gangway boards. We were fortunate in being able to 
purchase a pair of very handsomely carved gangway boards 
and another gap in the collection is filled. When the Cunard 
Lines sold the liner Queen Mary they generously gave us one 
of her life preservers, and a model of her is promised for next 
year. Our Essex County fishing industry collections were in- 
creased by a gift from David R. Mulcahy of ten items of fishing 
equipment, including mackerel seine netting, gill net leads, 
otter trawl floaters, gill net floats, etc. Mrs. F. H. Appleton 
added some Sara Crowninshield relics to our Crowninshield 
family memorabilia. The evergrowing maritime photograph 
collection received a large assist from Eric H. Muller who gave 
us 415 black and white prints and thirty-five color transpar- 
encies. One hundred and ninety-six fine early negatives of ship- 
building in Essex were presented by Dana Story, and Eric 
Steinfeldt has continued his generous gifts of photographs, 
especially to our steamship collection. 

The Ethnology Department had forty-seven accessions 
which included a total of 457 specimens. Of these 334 were 
from New Guinea, forty from Japan, a dozen each from China 
and North American Indian, eight from Hawaii, six from 
Arabia, five from Samoa and a scattering from the rest of 
the world. The largest and most important acquisition was 
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the New Guinea ethnological specimens from Dr. D. Carleton 
Gajdusek, who also obtained for us a full-sized canoe made by 
Remai of Satawal, Yap Outer Group, Caroline Islands. In late 
summer Dr. Gajdusek arrived with three Micronesian boys 
expert in sailing canoes of this kind and the unusual craft was 
carried with the help of enthusiastic friends to Derby Wharf 
and sailed in Salem Harbor. Mrs. E. Harden Bishop gave us 
the photographic catalogue of her Hawaiian collection which 
we acquired last year, together with all of her manuscript notes. 
Mrs. Judith Bozarth added to our Japanese holdings a com- 
plete elaborate woman’s costume, and Mrs. Nigel Cholmeley- 
Jones presented a handsome Satsuma altar garniture, Imari tea 
jar and bowl, and six Japanese framed color prints. Mrs. 
Stephen Wheatland gave a fine tortoiseshell fan from China 
brought back on the Empress of China in 1784 by Captain 
John Green. Francis B. Lothrop in memory of Samuel K. 
Lothrop gave two large models, one of a Chinese junk with 
opium smokers and the other of a war junk, along with two 
small Samoan outrigger canoe models. Another Salem trade 
was recalled with the gift of an unusually fine toy wooden 
elephant from Zanzibar by Miss Helen A. Blood, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Willard C. Cousins presented an unusually handsome 
Arabian woman’s costume with jewelry accessories. 

There were twenty Natural History accessions including a 
large number of shells given by Mrs. R. P. Ritchie and Mrs. 
E.. B. Pride and packaged by them for sale at our front desk. 
Remaining accessions included twenty-six specimens of birds 
and one crustacean. Francis Lee Higginson, Jr., brought in 
several birds including a Lincoln’s Sparrow and a Gray- 
cheeked Thrush. Mrs. John Fernberger gave a Barred Owl 
found dead in Marblehead, and Mrs. Allen Perry, a Woodcock 
from the same town. A much-needed Sanderling was given by 
Charles Houghton of Manchester. A number of important addi- 
tions to the bird collection needed for the new exhibits but al- 
most impossible to acquire in this state were obtained else- 
where. Dr. Henry Stevenson of Florida collected and sent skins 
of the following rarities which we lacked, a Tri-colored Heron, 
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Cattle Egret, Royal Tern, Tufted Titmouse, Yellow-throated 
Warbler, and Seaside Sparrow, for which we exchanged a 
Razor-billed Auk. An important addition to our Essex County 
collection was a specimen of a White-fronted Goose shot on 
Plum Island and acquired from Dr. J. A. Slater of Connecticut 
University in exchange for some duplicates, and by another ex- 
change we obtained from the Children’s Museum, Jamaica 
Plain, a much-needed specimen of a Blue-gray Gnatcatcher. 
The Library was increased by 699 volumes and 178 peri- 
odicals. Of the volumes, 587 were gifts and the remainder 
purchases. Outstanding among the gifts was a large number of 
early Pacific voyages and other books relating to the Pacific 
from Stephen Phillips, who continues to add to our illustrious 
holdings for that region. Among these was a copy of the rare 
first edition of A New Voyage and Description of the Isthmus 
of America... by Lionel Wafer, London, 1699; a copy of the 
atlas of D’Entrecasteaux’s voyage and many other eighteenth- 
and early nineteenth-century items. Francis B. Lothrop gave a 
copy of the first English edition of The History of Japan by 
I. Kaempfer, London, 1727, as well as many other books. 
Other substantial gifts were received from Richard B. Phil- 
brick, Arthur D. Fay, Robert E. Peabody, the Salem Public 
Library and the Bollingen Foundation. The primary research 
material in our manuscript collection was increased by a log- 
book and five account books of John Bryant of the ship Man- 
darin, Boston to Canton 1809 to 1811, Moses Nash master, 
from S. Prescott Fay. An exceptionally interesting, original 
journal kept in Dartmoor Prison by Nathaniel Pierce of New- 
buryport, Massachusetts, 1814-1815, was given by Benjamin 
L.. Huntington, II. A passport issued to the schooner Republi- 
can of Harwich, Theodorus Berry master, January 7, 1811, 
signed by James Madison came from Henry L. Shattuck. Man- 
uscript volumes of the Newburyport Ship Register, May 1804 
to March 1809 were presented by Mrs. Robert P. Perkins in 
memory of her husband, and we purchased a manuscript pay- 
roll register of the U.S.S. Boston. We also were able to pur- 
chase two excellent logbooks of the schooner Pacific, kept by 
A. R. A. Fernald, sixty-two pieces of maritime manuscript 
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from 1799 to the 1850’s, and a manuscript on the Northwest 
Passage. Papers relating to the schooner Charles A. Campbell 
were given in memory of Dr. Charles Benjamin Fuller by his 
children Mrs. David B. Little, Mr. Charles B. Fuller, Mr. Law- 
rence E.. Fuller, and Mrs. F. D. Nichols, Jr. Dr. D. Carleton 
Gajdusek amplified his ethnological gifts with copies of the 
original manuscripts of his various expeditions to the New 
Guinea highlands and elsewhere. 

Our most important and very well-received publication this 
year was the catalogue entitled George Chinnery, 1774-1852, 
and Other Artists of the Chinese Scene compiled by Francis B. 
Lothrop and containing six color plates generously contributed 
by Mrs. Lothrop and Mrs. John M. Elliot. Separates were 
made of the color prints of the Chinnery catalogue to sell as 
small pictures. Mr. and Mrs. M. V. Brewington completed 
their work on our catalogue of maritime paintings and draw- 
ings which was all in the hands of the printer by the end of the 
year. I edited the four numbers of The American Neptune and 
the Pictorial Supplement entitled Shipbuilding in Bath, Maine 
was issued as a separate. All sales and Neptune subscriptions 
have been efficiently handled by Patricia Goddard, assisted on 
weekends by Miss Susan Duffy. 

An entirely new department for photography was organized 
at the Museum this year. Beginning February 1, Markham W. 
Sexton was employed as staff photographer, and we purchased 
the necessary equipment to do our black and white photo- 
graphic work. We also installed a Xerox machine which has 
been an enormous convenience. With a photographer on the 
spot, the work of the Museum has increased considerably in 
the past year. We can now fill orders promptly and customers 
do not have to wait for up to six months before receiving prints, 
as was the case when the work was done outside. It is also a 
simpler and more economical matter to make the prints and 
negatives for our own file. From February 1 to the end of 
December, 1,049 black and white photographs were taken, 
2,645 black and white photographic prints and 286 color 
transparencies made. 

Our permanent exhibits were improved by the complete 
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renovation of Weld Hall Gallery. This was accomplished dur- 
ing the summer months by Mrs. William H. Shreve, assisted 
by Mrs. Ronald Woodward and three college students, Stanley 
Dodge, Robert Ankeles and Sally Howlett. Our famous Ha- 
waiian idol in East Hall was given prominence and perspective 
by being placed on a high pediment at approximately the same 
level one would see it in its original Hawaiian religious setting. 
Mrs. Shreve also arranged an exhibition of Indonesian articles 
in East Hall Gallery, and Stanley Dodge installed an exhibition 
of guns and firearms as related to methods of fire making, com- 
pleting a project that was originally begun by Mr. Wolcott. 
The renovation of our Essex County natural history collection 
exhibits is now in the home stretch. One room containing all of 
the fishes and part of the birds has been completed and was 
opened in early December. Miss Dorothy E. Snyder has spent 
almost her entire time upon this work but it could not possibly 
have been accomplished without the help of Mrs. Robert 
Ingalls and Mrs. Chandler Robbins, II. Mrs. Ingalls worked at 
least part of every day during nearly the entire year and her 
skill with tools, painting, renovating and cleaning birds has 
been indispensable to the satisfactory completion of this new 
installation. Mrs. Ralph Lawson lent her artistic skill in the 
selection of background colors for this exhibit. New labeling 
has been no small part of the project and Miss Snyder has 
written over five hundred of them. Mrs. Robbins in her eleventh 
year of volunteering did a great deal of research at home and 
collected specimens for the fish exhibition, which she also 
helped install. There have been no major changes in the mari- 
time exhibits. 

This has been an active year for special exhibitions. The 
most important, and one of the most successful shows which 
we have ever had, was our summer exhibition in the Crownin- 
shield and Loring Rooms entitled “George Chinnery and Other 
Artists of the Chinese Scene” installed under the direction of 
Francis B. Lothrop, who also wrote the catalogue already 
mentioned. The best of our very large collection of Chinnery 
sketches and all of the oils were hung and our material was 
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augmented by generous loans from various institutions and in- 
dividuals. ‘This was the first major Chinnery show in this coun- 
try and the first time that his work has been shown in compari- 
son with contemporary artists who also worked on the China 
coast. There were several excellent reviews of the exhibition 
and one of our watercolors appeared in color on the cover of 
The Museum News, which also used a lead story on the event. 
One of the most interesting features of the exhibition was the 
number of paintings that people were inspired to bring in, 
sometimes thinking that they were Chinnerys and other times, 
simply interesting China trade pictures. Always they gener- 
ously allowed us to photograph their pictures for our research 
file. The exhibition also brought us a visit from J. R. Jones of 
Hong Kong, one of the leading authorities in the world on 
George Chinnery and his work. 

The Chinnery show was bracketed in the Crowninshield 
Room by two unusually colorful exhibitions, both arranged 
by Mrs. Shreve and her assistants, Mrs. Woodward and 
Lucy J. Batchelder. The first, lasting from winter until mid- 
June, was a display of our Chinese mandarin coats, and the 
second, running from the termination of the Chinnery show 
until the end of the year, was a display of Japanese Noh play 
costumes and other theatrical accouterments. While the man- 
darin coats were in the Crowninshield Room, Philip C. F. 
Smith put on a special exhibition of the Currier and Ives prints 
given by Miss Julia M. Fairbanks in the Loring Room, and, 
following the Chinnery show, in the same room he installed a 
special exhibition of the etchings, drawings and sketchbooks of 
George C. Wales given by Mrs. Howard Thayer Kingsbury 
earlier in the year. Mrs. Shreve and Mrs. Woodward also ar- 
ranged the colorful exhibition of Japanese hair ornaments in 
the entrance corridor and followed this at the holiday season 
with a special exhibition of musical instruments from all over 
the world. Mrs. Shreve also put on a special exhibition of 
clipper ship sailing cards in the table cases of the library, which 
replaced an earlier exhibition arranged by Miss Helen Hagar 
of Chinese rice paper paintings and the paraphernalia used by 
Chinese artists. 
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Loans to other institutions included a group of marine paint- 
ings to the Massachusetts Institute of Technology; our Robert 
Salmon paintings for the special exhibition at the De Cordova 
Museum; a ship model, nautical instruments, and scrimshaw 
for the North Shore Community College; marine paintings and 
engravings along with nautical instruments and half models 
to Strawbery Banke; Salem views to the Essex Institute for 
their special summer show; whaling gear and paintings for 
decoration to the Science Museum during the presentation of 
the Washburn Award to Admiral MacMillan; maritime sheet 
music to the Marblehead Arts Association; and nautical instru- 
ments for the Hamilton Hall Lecture Series. Ethnological ma- 
terial that went out on loan included Japanese Heian art objects 
(794-1185 a.pD.) to the Asia Society in New York and the 
Fogg Museum; some of our early Haida Indian Northwest 
Coast pieces to the Vancouver Art Gallery; and Polynesian 
sculpture from New Zealand, the Marquesas, Cook and Aus- 
tral Islands to the Chicago Art Institute and the Museum of 
Primitive Art. Collections of India artifacts and African ma- 
terial were lent to the Marblehead Junior High School; an 
African collection to the First Christian Church, Lynn; and an 
Indian bow and arrows to the Topsfield Fair. The Natural His- 
tory Department lent six boxes (three of birds, two of mam- 
mals, and one of reptiles) to the Massachusetts Audubon So- 
ciety for use in local schools, and also birds and mammals to 
the Stanley School in Swampscott, McKay School, Beverly, 
Peabody High School, and the Gloucester Garden Club. The 
Library made forty-seven inter-library loan transactions. 

Paul Blanchette and Mrs. Paul EX. Andrews continued to 
make progress in back cataloguing for the library, as well as 
cataloguing ail current incoming material. The entire marine 
collection, some 12,000 books and pamphlets, was completed, 
and the sections on Oceania, China, the Arctic, and Hawaii are 
virtually done. Work is now progressing on Japan and the re- 
mainder of the Pacific. The library was consulted by 1,193 
people doing research, a slight increase over last year. In addi- 
tion to our two regular staff members, Miss Joan Manaster was 
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hired as a library assistant for the summer months, and Miss 
Linda Mead, as a part-time student assistant in the fall. As 
always, however, much of the drudgery has been done by faith- 
ful volunteers. Miss Helen Hagar has continued to repair and 
mend books, Miss Blanche Getchell has been most faithful in 
processing catalogued material and in indexing the Harriet 
Low manuscript diary, Frank P. Adams has been in at least 
two days a week and always lends a hand wherever he can, and 
Henry A. Conant assumes doggedly the unending task of 
dressing our leather bindings, which are now getting in ex- 
cellent condition due to his efforts. 

As usual the library has not been alone in volunteers; with- 
out them we could not operate. In the Marine Department the 
continued efforts of Osgood Williams, Arthur D. Fay and 
David R. Sigourney constantly improve the usefulness of our 
steamship photograph collection. Philip C. Murfitt spent one 
day a week restoring and repairing ship models. Francis B. 
Lothrop continued his work on our prints and watercolors, in 
addition to organizing the Chinnery show. Gilbert R. Payson 
in recataloguing our ship plans at the end of the year had re- 
numbered and stored nearly a thousand sets. Frank P. Adams 
sorted and filed miscellaneous graphic material; John C. 
Bower, Jr., assisted Richard B. Holman matting prints and be- 
gan the restoration of the Constitution trail boards; Miss 
Pamela Tipping of Birmingham, England, volunteered for one 
week cataloguing. In the Ethnology Department Miss Mary 
Osgood and Mrs. Osborn Palmer continued their Thursday 
volunteer work for the fifteenth year. In addition to Mrs. Ingalls 
and Mrs. Robbins in the Natural History whose extraordinary 
labors in connection with our new exhibitions have already 
been mentioned, Mrs. R. P. Ritchie and Mrs. E. B. Pride con- 
tinued working on the shells. Mrs. Ernest S. Dodge assisted 
with publicity. 

A special evening opening for the Fellows and Friends was 
held in connection with the Chinnery show. The annual gather- 
ing took place on September 21 with over three hundred mem- 
bers present and I spoke on Macao and Hong Kong as they are 
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today. The regular meetings of the Essex County Ornithologi- 
cal Club, Nature Photography Club and the Marine Associates 
were held at the Museum. The Annual Meetings of the Salem 
Marine Society and The Children’s Friend and Family Service 
Society of the North Shore were held in the Crowninshield 
Room. Other organizations who met here included the Beverly 
College Club, Boston Navigators, and Stephen Parson and 
Mrs. Francis B. Lothrop entertained private groups. The 
Nichols family of Salem also held their reunion here. The large 
number of visitors to our exhibition halls this year was matched 
by people with inquiries to the office and library, by heavy cor- 
respondence and three busy telephone lines. Members of the 
staff, however, found some time for writing and research. Mr. 
Smith completed the transcription of Ashley Bowen’s journals 
and began editorial work on them. Miss Snyder made a study 
of the leucistic Pine Grosbeak which we had alive in the office 
for awhile, and completed an article on it, as well as supplying 
data for Dr. Owen Sewall Pettingill’s account on birding in 
Guyana for the Audubon magazine. I continued some work on 
the Cook ethnographical material and writing on the history 
of exploration in the Pacific, but in general there was not as 
much time for research as we usually have had in the past. 

A good deal of time, however, was taken up by outside 
activities connected with the institution. I was most fortunate 
in connection with my Cook research to have the Museum send 
me and my wife to the Pacific. After a brief stop in Hawaii we 
spent four days in Fiji, two weeks in New Zealand, and two 
weeks in Australia during which we visited all of the major 
museums in those countries and catalogued their Cook ethno- 
graphical holdings. An extremely interesting week was spent 
in Hong Kong where all of the Chinnery sketches and water- 
colors owned by the Hong Kong-Shanghai Bank were ex- 
amined and a side trip taken to Macao where we visited the old 
English-American cemetery where George Chinnery, as well 
as a number of New England merchants and captains, is 
buried. We then came home by way of London. 

Miss Snyder gave three lectures, Mr. Smith gave eleven, and 
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I gave nine during the year. Miss Snyder continues her field 
work with bird counts at Marblehead Neck Sanctuary and trips 
to Plum Island and Cape Ann. She also attended the Annual 
Meeting of the Wilson Ornithological Union at Crawford 
Notch, New Hampshire, and in late August spent a week in 
Toronto at the Annual Meeting of the American Ornithologists 
Union. In addition to his regular work, Mr. Smith continued 
as Curator of the Maritime Collections of the Bostonian Society, 
Clerk of the Salem Marine Society, and a Trustee of the Ropes 
Memorial. He began work on a future diorama for the Museum 
showing the Story shipyards in Essex. Two T’'V shows that he 
made and taped in 1966 were aired throughout the country in 
the course of 1967, resulting in considerable correspondence. 
I attended two meetings of the Committee on Anthropological 
Research in Museums, one at the University of Oklahoma in 
April and the other at the Wenner-Gren Foundation in New 
York City. In late May and early June I attended the joint meet- 
ing of the American Association of Museums and the Canadian 
Association of Museums in Toronto and in August attended a 
several days’ seminar at Columbia University on Asiatic in- 
fluences on art in the Pacific. In September I went to the New 
England Conference of Museums in Portland. In October I 
presided at the Annual Meeting of the American Society for 
Ethnohistory in Lexington, Kentucky, and went to Frankfort 
to see the Kentucky Historical Society. In November after at- 
tending the opening of the exhibition on Polynesian sculpture 
at the Art Institute of Chicago, I spent the next two days presid- 
ing at the Annual Meeting of the Society for the History of 
Discoveries at the Clements Library, Ann Arbor, Michigan, 
and visited Greenfield Village. In December I gave a lecture 
for the local group of Sigma Xi at Southern Illinois University, 
Carbondale, and was the guest examiner at a Ph.D. oral 
examination. 

A substantial number of visiting scholars used various parts 
of our collections and fourteen of them stayed in the apartment 
on the third floor of 42 Charter Street which was made avail- 
able in late May when its furnishing was completed with gen- 
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erous gifts from Colonel George L. Smith, the estate of Mary 
E. S. Bean, Mrs. Samuel K. Lothrop, Mrs. Ernest S. Dodge, 
Mrs. William H. Shreve, Miss Helen Hagar, and Paul Blan- 
chette. Two of the guests in the apartment were from Holland, 
three from Micronesia, one each from Honolulu and Tangier, 
and others from various parts of the continental United States. 
Sidney M. Mead has been working on his doctor’s thesis on 
Polynesian art at the Museum since June and will continue 
for several months next year. The visiting scholars have in- 
cluded numerous historians and anthropologists. Others have 
investigated local orchids in our herbarium, our collection of 
marine algae, the Sears collection of rocks and minerals, the 
papers of Edward S. Morse, William Cabot, and E. Tappan 
Adney. There have been innumerable requests to examine log- 
books and other shipping papers. Among the distinguished 
visitors were the ex-Queen of Malaysia, who has given a tea 
in the Saltonstall Room, and the Crown Prince of Tonga, who 
was entertained at luncheon by Mr. and Mrs. Stephen Phillips. 

This year the Museum sustained two of its heaviest and 
saddest losses within three months of each other. In February 
our Trustee and volunteer ethnologist, Oliver Wolcott, died 
after a long illness. After his retirement from the Vice-Presi- 
dency of the Old Colony Trust Company in 1956 he began 
volunteering regularly at the Museum, and he was elected a 
Trustee in 1958. Besides his diligent work with the collections 
and being a faithful Trustee, he was instrumental in establish- 
ing the Oriental garden. His quick wit and courtly grace made 
him popular with everyone. He had worked four days a week 
the year round for the museum for ten years. 

It was a staggering blow three months after Mr. Wolcott’s 
death also to lose Colonel George L. Smith, Honorary Curator 
of Anthropology, who had been a full-time volunteer for sixteen 
years. Conscientious, careful, always willing to help visitors 
and fellow staff members alike, Colonel Smith had become a 
fixture with us—beloved by us all. He and Oliver Wolcott were 
very close and worked together as a team running the Ethnol- 
ogy Department. They had completed an inventory of all the 
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ethnological collections and they ran the department with an 
efficiency that one could not buy. Unsurpassed as raconteurs, 
diligent in their work, they have left a gap that will be many 
years in overcoming. The Museum is a better place for their 
efforts. 

A year ago Francis B. Lothrop became an Honorary Trustee 
and Russell W. Knight of Marblehead was elected to fill the 
vacancy. The death of Oliver Wolcott was filled by the election 
of Francis Lee Higginson, Jr., and when Ralph Lawson be- 
came an Honorary Trustee, his place was taken with the elec- 
tion of Henry S. Streeter of Wenham. 

On the staff Miss Snyder has now completed twenty years as 
Curator of Natural History, a department which she has run 
with efficiency. Harriet Shreve has continued the work of the 
Ethnology Department since Colonel Smith’s death and was 
appointed Assistant Curator of Ethnology. She has been as- 
sisted one day a week by Jean Woodward and, during the last 
three months of the year, by Lucy Batchelder. During the 
summer three college students Robert Ankeles, Sally Howlett 
and Stanley Dodge were employed in the department; two on 
Wenner-Gren Foundation grants. Philip C. F. Smith has con- 
tinued the work of Curator of Maritime History and a college 
student Anthony Paul Winfisky was employed as his assistant 
during the summer. At the end of the year Paul Blanchette re- 
signed as Librarian but he will continue as a cataloguer on a 
part-time basis. His assistant Lydia Andrews was appointed 
Acting Librarian. Mention has already been made of the other 
employees in the Library, the volunteers, and of the addition 
of Markham W. Sexton as staff photographer. The photograph 
file is being maintained efficiently by Sally Kemble. In June 
Doris Bayliss resigned as Staff Secretary and Geraldine Ayers 
was hired to take her place. Jane Ezmunt was employed part- 
time to assist with Fellows and Friends mailings and to fill in 
during regular staff members’ illnesses. A third sad loss sus- 
tained during the year was the death of Martin J. Furey our 
senior constable. He is succeeded by our other constable Regi- 
nald McIntire and the Mayor has appointed Martin E. Landers 
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as our second guard. Joseph Femino continues as our part-time 
guard. Charles A. Potter, Superintendent of Buildings, and 
Albert E.. Greenaway, Custodian, maintained their usual high 
standard in the appearance of our buildings. Alfred P. Putnam, 
Treasurer, and his assistant Priscilla W. Papin have been 
greatly aided this year by new and elaborate accounting equip- 
ment, and finally my administrative assistant and secretary 
Eugenia N. Ford manages all of the many details of the office 
with which I could not possibly cope. Once more I am deeply 
grateful to the staff and volunteers for their work, their loyalty 
and, above all, their pleasant companionship.
